Text of Note to Panama. | 


The note to the Government of Panama 
reads as follows:

Legation on April 12, 
1923, and received by the Department of 
State on April 21, 1921, referring to the 
note addressed by this Government to 
the Government of Panama on March 
16, 1921.

Justice: McReynolds handed down the 

opinion, in which he held that —Con- 
gress did not. have authority to regulate 
primaries. Justicé Pitney submitted an 
opinion, in which Justices Brandeis and 
Clarke agreed, concurring in the rever- 
sal, but ‘on’ different grounds, and as- 
serting that Congress had unquestioned 
power to control primaries. Chief Jus- 
ttee White presented an opinion § dis- 
senting from the view that primaries 
could. not be controlled by thé Federal 
laws, but concurring, with modifica- 
tions, in the reversal, . 
, Theedecision overthrowing the New- 
berry case caused a sensation in the 
Senate today. As soon as the result was 
known little groups gf Senators gath- 
ered together. It was rumored tonight 
that Senator Newberry would appear in 
Washington on Wednesday. 

Senator Spencer of Missouri, Chairman 
of the’subcommittee which has been re- 
counting the Newberry-Henry Ford Sen- 
atorial wote announced that this work 
would not be affected by the Court's de- 
cision and would proceed as usual. This 
recount concerns the election, not Ahe 
primary.

This does not de- 
pend upon the scheme by which candi- 
dates are put forward. Whether the 
candidate be offered through primary or 
convention or petition or requests of a 
few, or as the result of his own unsup- 
ported ambition, does not directly affect 
the .manner of holding: the election. 
Birth must precede, but it is no part of 
either funeral or. apotheosis. : 


elections OK may affect their outcome— 
voters, education, means of transporta- 
tion, health, public discussion, immigre- 
tion, private animosities, even the face 
and figure of the candidate—but author- 
ity to regulate the manner of holding 
them gives” no right to control any of 
these. It' is settled, e. g., that the 
power to regulate interstate and foreign 
commerce does not reach whatever is es- 
senial thereto. Without agriculture, 
manufacture, mining., &c.. commerce 
could not exist, but this fact does not 
suffice to subjéct them to the control of 
Congress.

‘It ig said that, as the power which 
is challenged here.is the right of a 
State to provide for and regulate a 
State primary for nominating United 
States Senators free from control of 
Congress, and not the election of such 
Senators, therefore, as the nominating 
primary is one thing and the election 
another and differen thing, the power 
of the State as to the primary is not 
governed by the right of Congress to 
regulate the times and manner of elect- 
ing, Senators. 

“The proposition is a suicidal one, 
since it at one and the same time re- 
tains in the State the only power. it 
could possibly have as delegated in the 
clause in question, and refuses to give 
effect to the regulating .control which 
the clause confers on Congress as to 
that very power. And, mark, this is 
emphasized by the consideration that 
there is no denial here that the State 
possesses the power over the Federal 
subject resulting from the provision of 
the Constitution, but holding that .Con- 
gress may not resort to such power

American Beats Bruce in Court 
Tennis Final-—Will Chal- 
lenge Baerlein. 











LONDON, May 2 (Associated Press).—. 
C. Suydam Cutting, the American court 
tennis player, today won the right to 
meet E. iM. Baerlein, holder of the 
British court ténnis championship, for 
the amateur title on Wednesday, by de- 
feating the Hon. C. N. Bruce in the final 
round of the court tennis matches at 
the Queen's Club. Cutting won in three 
straight sets, 6-3, 64, 6—4.

In the second set Bruce, keeping good 
serving length, again took the initial 
game.

Subsequently, Cutting’s ser- 
vice and low strokes to the side wall 
and off the tambour began to tell, and, 
although Bruce put in some good work 
and picked the kall off the ground in 
fine style, Cutting frequently had him 
at a disadvantage and eventually won. 

The third set wag most strenuously 
contested, both Cutting and Bruce play- 
ing magnificently. All kinds of strokes 
were employed. The games ran from 
2-all to 8-all and 4-all. Bruce was at 
the top of his form, while Cutting was 
not quite so sure in his methods. 
Toward the end, however, Bruce weak- 
ened somewhat, and Cutting, by placing 
freely, won the set and the match. 

Baerlein, whom Cutting meets 
Wednesday for the championship, was 
not required to play through the pres- 
ent tournament.

Which Is Invading England, — 
~ to Sail on Adriatic: 


Charles Chick. Bvans Jr., holder of 
the national amateur golf championship, 
and who is regarded as the ace of the 
American «Expeditionary Force which 
compete in the British amateur cham- 
Plonship at Hoyleke, Hngland, this 
month, arrived in New York yesterday, 
joining his mother and father, who will 
accompany him to the. othér. side, 
Bvans, who will sail on the Adriatic to, 
morrow, is the last of the American 
golfera/ to leave, W, C. Fownes Jr., cap 
tain, and the othér members of. the 
team having sailed on the Coronia last 
Saturday. 

Although Evans is regarded aa the 
chief luminary of American golfers, be 
cause of his overwhelming defeat of 
Francis Ouimet over the Engineers’ 
coursé at Roslyn last Summer, he is 
by no means over-optirnistic regarding 
tis chances in the British tournament. 


The Chicagoan has been considerably 
handicapped this year’ by rheumatism, 
with which he is still slightly bothered, 
and ay weather conditions which have’ 
preval ed in the West. The result is 
hat he has played just two rounds sincé 
last Fall, one with the President at 
Washington redently and the other, at 
Bethlehem, Pa., where he visited over 
Sunday.

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TWO PEAKS OF GRAFT. 

The major significance of the sta- 
tistics 4s to building costs which have 
been published by the Department of 
Labor is that, having leaped suddenly 
upward during the Winter of 1919-20, 
they have, in the similar period since 
then, declined almost as suddenly and 
quite as far. The present index fig- 
ures range between 165 and 215 per 
cent. of. the figures at. the beginning 
of the war. Incidentally it may be 
noted that the maximum rise in wages 
‘was small as compared with -the max- 
imum rise in building materials—180 
as against 345. The firm of archi- 
tects. which prepared a chart of the 
figures fér last Sunday's TIMES was 
asked for an exptaniition of this dif- 
ference. The laconic answer was: 
** Profiteering!” 

In this profiteering, as we - know 
well, the. Brindells of labor played 
hand in glove with the Hettricks of 
the employers. We know also that 
the labor leaders individually profited 
mightily in the adventure. What we 
cid not realize was that the rank and 
filo of laborers came out at the little 
end of that ignominious horn . of 
plenty. Some -deduction must, of 
course be made for the fact that in 
the cost of materials are included 
items for the labor of manufacture 
and the labor of transportation; but 
at most this can account for only a 
remall part of the diffcrence between 
845 and 180. In point of fact, the 
rise in the wages of labor lagged .con- 
siderably behind the rise in the cost 
of living—which in turn, during the 
bulge of 1919-21, rose a mere fraction 
of the rise in the cost of materials. 
It was only last January that the line 
of the cost of living curved below the 
line of wages. 

Another factor enters into the reck- 
oning. Leaders of the Brindell type 
levied ceaseless tribute from their 

union. members and intermittently 
pulled them off their jobs. Further- 
more, the mountainous rise in the cost 
of materials eventually paralyzed 
bttilding,- so that considerable unem- 
ployment has ensued. Incidentally 
the shortage of housing fell, and still 
fulls,“most,severely upon the class of 
laborers. Members of the unions that 
permitted c<hemselyes to be led by 
crooks and grafters were pretty thor- 
oughly ‘‘ whipsawed.” ‘This is no 
copy-book preachment about honesty 
and policy—a lowly strain of morality 
at best. Unquestionably the vast 
majority of trade unionists would pre- 
fer honorable dealing. Their fault 
lies in ‘blindness or indifference as to 
the character of their leaders. Trade 
unionism can never fulfill its high 
destiny until it produces and gives full 
scope to men who are,as intelligent 
and far-sighted as they are active and 
able. 

For the immediate future of bpilding 
the prognostications are mixed. .Bor- 
ough President CuRRAN, who watches 
with paternal tenderness over the in- 
fantile ‘‘ boom ” in building low-priced 
dwellings, reports that it has cut a 
new tooth. An increase of 450 per 
cent. is less impressive, however, 
when one remembers how nearly 
building was at a standstill when the 
tax exemption ordinance went into 
effect. Yet it is much that the corner 
is turned. Equally significant, but to 
the opposite effect, is the fact that 
the manufacture of bricks and other 
materials has beer brought danger- 
ously near a standstill by the chaos 
into which both wages and prices have 
fallen. 

Commenting on their chart of the 
Labor Bureau statistics,. the firm of 
Monxs & Parsons predicts some fur- 
ther lowering of both wages and prices 
for materials, but only ‘‘ for a very 
brief period.” They foresee in the 
near future a general stabilization in 
business at about the present levél of 
prices and a greatly increased activ- 
ity in building.

Nobody knows 
what the -results of honest research 
into ‘its workings will *be. Nobody but 
‘ handful of politicians, officeholders 
or. officeseekers or bosses, cares what 
the immediate political effect, if any, 
will be. Any reasonable person can 
foretell the political effect of a 
smothered investigation. 


A STATUTORY CONSTITUTION. 

For some efght or nine weeks the 
Louisiana Constitutional Convention 
has been in session; but it doesn’t 
seem to be making a» Constit 


'The other day twenty-four delegates 


united in a resolution declaring that 
the convention should: make a real 
fundamental law, short .and clear, 
not ‘‘ a long and cumbersome Consti- 
‘* tution containing matter legislative 
‘*in  character.’’ According to. a 
Baton Rouge correspondent of The 
Times-Picayune, the prospect is that 
the Constitution ‘‘ as a whole, will 
resemble a code of statutory laws.’’ 
Thus a tax of 2 cents a gallon on gas- 
oline and a special license ‘tax on au- 
tomobiles are to be imposed by the 
Cénstitution. What is a Legislature 
for if its proper work is.taken from, 
it by the Constitution? What is the 
fuse of a Constitution if it is but a 
bundle of what should be statutes? 

Oklahoma is outdone. How do-dele- 
gates bring themselves to believe that 
even mere special or local measures 
are ‘‘ fundamental,’’ ‘‘ basic ’’? The 
Louisiana people, like the people of 
every State, want a concise Constitu- 
tion, an organic law, not a confusing 
hodge-podge of parish regulations. 
The Louisianians complained that 
their old, Constitution was long and 
clumsy. Apparently the convention 
is preparing to give them one a good 
deal clumsier and longer. 


CLOSING THE DOOR. 

A member of the ‘German Govern- 
ment said on Sunday: “So long as 
‘*the door to Washington is open to 
‘*us, we do not propose to knock at 
‘‘ other doors.’’ But Germany has 
now found that the door at Washing- 
ton epens—outward. Through it the 
Germans have had to make their exit, 
i tricky and obscuré offers re- 

To the French ; Ambassador, 
and doubtless to the British, Secretary 
Hucues has given; th rongest in- 
formal assurances thatWhe American 
Government was most anxious to avoid 
even seeming to do!'anything which 
might hamper or hifider the Allies in 
théir dealings with Germany. Of 
course, the Washington Administra- 
tion is anxious, as all sensible people 
are everywhere, that the reparations 
dispute be settled. and got out of the 
path of a recovering ‘world. But siding 
with Germany, helping Germany to 
get rid of any part of her just debt, or 
being taken in by insincere and mis- 
leading German pleas—either or’all of 
those things never entered into the 
imagination of our Government. That 
must now be clear to even the German 
mind. If Germany insists upon having 
the Washington door slammed in her 
face, slammed it will be. 

The German move to induce this 
country to mediate was transparent 
from the first. The German Foreign 
Minister, Dr.. Simons, innocently gave 
his case away in his“speech to the 
Reichstag. The first intention was, he 
said, to apply for the good offices of 
the Vatican. These -were refused. 
Then in desperation the German Gov- 
ernment turned to Washington. Its 
note to President HarpInc was drafted 
with what German diplomacy evi- 
dently considered great astuteness. It 
threw in the suggestion that Germany 
would, if agreeable to us, take over 
the Allies’ debts to the United States. 
This was really going on the assump- 
tion that Uncle Sam was losing his 
eyesight, and bade fair to be ruined in 
his business, like the’ old New Eng- 
land deacon, because he couldn’t tell 
bad money from good. As for the rest, 
the German offer which we were 
asked to approve and urge the Allies to 
accept, contained so many lurking un- 
certainties and open absurdities that 
the German authorities have since 
spent their time in apologizing for it 
and endeavoring to clear it up.

GENERAL PERSHING AND THE 
“GENERAL STAFF, : 
Semi-déficial statements about thé 
duties ‘that attach to the position of 
authority and usefulness which the 
Wat Departnient has ‘proposed for 
General Prrsuinc—created is: hardly 
the word—make nothing very clear. 
Under the Constitution the President 
is Commander-in-Chief of the Army, 
and’he may select whom he pleases to 
lead an army in the field. Therefore 
the assumption that in the evént of 
war_General PERsHING would com-| 
mand, because in time of peace he is 
to. have a General Headquarters Staff 
and assist in preparing the forces for 
active service, is not tenable. Yet it 
seems to be assumed in Washington, 
in’some quarters at least, that General 
General «Headquarters 
powers, whatever they may be, desig- 
nate him as Commander-in-Chief in 
the field. : 

The new General Headquarters, a 
peace organization, is spoken of as a 
nucleus. capable of expansion in the 
emergency of war. It is said that 
General PersHiIna’s staff will consist 
of officers. of all branches of the 
army, who. will be ‘** connecting 
links’’’ between his organization and 
the ‘General Staff Corps. Here is 
a difficulty at once.. The amended 
Reorganization act contemplates a 
Staff Corps composed of the ablest 
officers of the army fitted for 
specified duties. The Chief of Staff 
will not be disposed. to do with- 
out the services of men of his choice 
im order that General PeRsHING may 
fill his independent organization. He 
is not to interfere with the adminis- 
tration of the army, and yet we are 
told that he is to interest himself .in 
many, {f not all, of the matters that 
are the province of the General Staff 
under the law. -. His field of activity is 
to be the United States, the Panama 
Canal Zone, Porto ‘Rico, Hawaii and 
the Philippines, and he may order 
rimembers.of his staff to visit any post, 
if he does not elect to go there him- 
self. This would be ‘nspection duty, 
and as General of the Army he has 
already done a good deal of it. 

When details are touched upon by 
expositors of what General PERSHING’S 
actual work is to be, in every case it 
overlaps the activities of the carefully 
organized General. Staff. The war 
plans division is a very important part 
of that body. It is proposed that the 
division submit its conclusions or find- 
ings to General Persxine for his con- 
sideration, when he may pass upon the 
practical operation of the plans pre- 
pared. But the division is supposed to 
feport to the Chief cf Staff and the 
War Department. It cannot have two 
superiors or two masters. General 
PERSHING is expected ‘to prepare the 
expansible peace army for war, and 
the National Guard and Reserves are 
supposed to come within his jurisdic- 
tion. "The Chief of Staff is.official ad- 
viser to the Secretary of War. Gen- 
eral PERSHING is also to exercise the 
function, but the law does not invest 
him with it. 

;It has been suggested that PER- 
SHING’s General Headquarters organ- 
ization will be practically the same as 
that at Chaumont in France during 
the war, but the General Staff organ- 
‘ization is in many respects a duplica- 
tion of the Chaumont system. Would 
it not be better to make General 
PERSHING Chief of Staff and solve all 
the problems raised? If Secretary 
Weeks is determined io set up a Gen- 
eral Headquarters independent of the 
General Staff and put General: PEr- 
SHING, with indefinite powers, in 
charge, the Judge Advocaie General’s 
office will have a good dcal of extra 
work on its hands. |

Moreover, the’ aver- 
age human being is inclined -to love 
his fellow-men on a fine day in Spring, 
and fraternal sentiment is doubtless | 
reinforced by Spring fever. 

It might be supposed, sncertingti, 
that revolutions are tobe looked for 
on stormy. days. But one seems to 
recall two or three occasions in the 
last two years when proletarian risings 
that were to have overthrown various 
European: Governments. ‘were post- 
poned on accoubt of rain or wet 
grounds. .The reyolutionist appears to 
be a. somewhat fussy person.

THE POLLUTION PERIL. 
Eternal vigilancé is the price of the 
protection of the purity of the city’s 
water, whether in the harbor, or flow- 
ing. over the parks created to protect 
the watershed of the city’s reservoirs. 
Yesterday’s decision of the Supreme 
Court is not so serious, as it seems.: It 
dots not give fresh rights of pollution, 
but throws this city back upon the 
contract which resulted from prosecu- 
tion of,the New Jersey defilers. If New 
York had not prosecuted the Passaic 
sewer outrage New Jersey would have 
been free to empty sewage into the 
harbor. The contract enables New 
Jersey to empty sewage into the har- 
bor if it is purified to the satisfaction 
of War Department experts. If it is 
purified there is no objection to empty- 
ing it'inté the harbor, and also no need 
of carrying the outfall of the sewer 
into deep tidewater. The degrée of 
the purification, and the necessity of 
building both the sewer d.the puri- 
fication wonks, are not left to New Jer- 
‘sey’s decision. The principle of com- 
pulsory purity is not upset by the 
present decision, for.the court ex- 
pressly grants permission to: prosecute 
any nuisance resulting from violation 
of the contract. New Jersey.may spend 
as much as it wishes in paying both 
for purification and the sewer con- 
struction.. But when it digests the de- 
cision it will come to see that purifica- |. 
tion which is compelled is cheaper 
than defilement which is forbidden. 
There is more danger and more in- 
terest in the proposal for the unre- 
stricted sale of Mohansic Park, with 
the result of allowing if not authoriz- 
ing upwholesome drainage on’ the 
watershed from which comes some 
share of what we drink. The city 
might deny itself that much water, 
and the amount of defilement is not 
presently very great. But why should 
‘this wrong thing be done? 
“gotten with how much trouble and ex- 
pense this tract of land was made a 
park? This city paid three-fourths of 
the cost> Now up-State wishes to re- 
verse its own action, although ® got 
a park for comparatively nothing. 
Local interests, or local politics, should 
not be allowed to injure the interests 
of the State at large. Governor WHIT- 
MAN acquired great merit by his veto, 
and Governor MILLER now has a 
chance to do the sime. One good veto 
deserves another. Let the Governor 
remark how few, political and per- 
sonal, are the promoters of this as- 
saults on purity, and how numerous 
and impersonal are the civic bodies in 
opposition.

Johnson’s Proposal to Admit 
“Victims of Persecution” Re- 
news Debate in Senate. 


FLAT PROHIBITION BEATEN

WASHINGTON, May 2.—The Senate 
was ready to vote on the Immigration 
bill at 6 o’clock this’ afternoon, when, 
without warning, Senator Johnson~of 
California offered an amendment’ to ex- 
empt from ‘the provision of the bill such 
aliens.as could prove to the satisfaction 
of the Government authorities that they 
were the victims of religious or. politi- 
cal persecution. This started the debate 
again, and Senator Reed of Missouri. 
supporting the amendment, spoke until 
6:10 o’clock, when he agreed to a re- 
cess, with the understanding that he 
will resume when the Senate recon- 
venes at noon tomorrow. 

The bill before the Senate is the same 
that was passed by the last Congress 
and which received a pocket veto from 
President Wilson. “It limits immigration 
to 3 per cent. of the persons of the 
various nationalities who were in the 
United States in 1910. 

An amendment offered by “Senator 
Trammell of Florida to prohibit all im- 
migration for two years was defeated

| BEHIND ON MAINTENANCE 


Government Took Their Materials, 
Says Assdclation President—— 
WIil Attend Chicago Heartag. 


More than 75 per cent, of the ‘workers 


cepted substantial wage cuts, according 
to Bird M. Ro@inson, President of the 
American Short Line Railroad Associa~ 
tion, and the general outlook has im- 
proved, Mr. Robinson said that be- 
tween 400,000 and 500,000 workers .aré 
‘employed by the 800 short line compa- 
nies in his- organization and that the 
wide acceptance of pay cufs should aid 
in settling the wage situa hm on other 
railroads. 

“The short lines were not ‘embraced 
in the Railroad Labor Board decision 
of last July,’' said Mr. Robinson, “* but 
it was found, necessary to increase 
wages in order to hold men. In many 
instances the-.increases were not as 
large as those granted by the Labor 
Board, but in others they were higher.”’ 

“Do you expect the Railroad Labor 
‘Board will announce its ruling on wage 
reductions by May 157" he was asked. 

‘* No,” was the reply, “ for the rea- 
son that so far I have seen nothing. to 
show me that the. three new appointees 
to the board have started to sit with it. 
This means that it would be almost im- 
Lpossible.for them to pick up. the threads 
of the present hearing in Chicago and 
carry them P ma h to the end, and at 
the same ‘amiliarize a he 
with all of ey material which bas al- 
ready been presented to, the board on 
the question.’ 

Mr. Robinson said that the short line 
railroads are not in particularly good 
position as to mainteance because they 
were not taken over by the Govern- 
ment which took, the majority of ma- 
terials from them. This condition, how- 
ever, he said, was improving steadily 
and, more ties are available at lower 
prices. 

Mr. ‘Robinson. will appear in. Chicago 
on Monday when several short line wage 
cases come up ‘before the board. He 
— he expected the cases to be dis- 

sed because of the precedent set by 

the board in other short line matters 

when it ruled that they were without its 
jurisai iction. 


FOUND EUROPE IMPROVING. 


A. H. Woodin Says Italy and France 
Are Making, Good Progress. 


A. H. ‘Woodin, President of the Amer- 
fean Car and Foundry Company, who 
returned from Europe on the Aquitania, 
said yesterday that he had found gen- 
eral improvement in both- Italy and 
France. He said that the maintenance 
of way of the railroads in France was 
in good Condition, but as regards equip- 
ment the roads were not so well off. 
Costs of production in both Belgium and 
Germany, he stated, were far too low 
for competition by American manufac- 
turers. He pointed out that to ship cars 
abroad they would have to be.“ knocked 
down ” and reassembled abroad, “which, 
with the cost of transportation,- brings 
the price too high.

fterday by F. E. Taylor of Portland, 
Ore., President of the <National Asso- 
Clation of Real. Estate Boards, at a 
luncheon tendered to him:at’ the Law- 
Yyers’ Club by the Governors of the Real 
HiEXSte Board of New York. 

“ Perhaps the most perplexing. thing 
confronting the realtor and his client 
at this time,’’ he declared, ‘is Federal 
taxation.. The income and excess profits 
tax, hastily devised to.meét war ex- 
penditures, have not only placed a heavy 
burden. on our people, but. have: serious- 
ly rted the return to the normal] 
business’ Hfe of the nation. The effect 
is 80 apparent that all are agreed that 
a change {fs expedient. One of the first 
things discovered in this. very impor- 
tant qliestion is.that we raise a greater 
percentage of our revenues from land 
than’ does any other civilized commu- 
nity. The custom has come down from 
the early days of our history and the 
nation has- grown to -believe it must 
continue. 

“We must make it plain that the 
word ‘ relator’ is not to be trifled with. 
No one should be allowed to masquerade 
under that title unless hé is ‘willing 
et all times to observe. both. in. the. 
letter* and in the spirit the code: of 
cthics ladd down. by our national asso- 
efation. The word ‘ realtor’ must be a 
synonym of ‘honesty. .and.-efficiency, so 
that eyery man who seeks to buy, sell 
or lease property will unkesitatingly 
seek the office of a realtor in full con- 
fidence that he will there réceive the}. 
bencfit of ethical and capable’ service. 

“Let us seék to establish compre- 
hensive real estate education courses in 
our universities, colleges and schools. A 
number of universitfes have already 
done so, and I believe that in one Com- 
monwealth the study of real estate as 
a profession has been introduced in the 
high schools:- The ‘growing importance 


of this profession and the’ asset with 
which it is’ concerned is'rendering less 
absurd the prediction that some day 
tHere may be added to our national 
Cabinet, alongside of the Departments 
of Commerce, Labor and Agriculture, a 
departinent which shall directly touch 
upon our work.’’ 

Mr. Taylor said that before the na- 
tion-wide are ante shortage could be ma- 
terfially improved there would have to 
bea revision’ of the revenue laws of 
1918. He specifically urged the repeal 
of the excess profits tax, elimination ‘of 
the surtaxes in the Federal individual 
income tax system or a reduction so 
that the maximum rate would not exceed 
30 per cent., the repeal of the miscel- 
laneous excise taxes with the exce tion 
of thosé'on tobacco and liquors, and the 
enactment of a gross sale or turnover 
tax of about 1 per cent. to apply to all 
sales exceeding $6,000 annual turnover.
